You 
get what I m ean from events on 
the Russo-German front in R u­ 
mania. 
There, in an effort to forestall 
the coming storm, the H itlerites 
have been making furious attacks 
pcainst a Red line which has held 
them with contem ptuous strength. 
Up in southeastern Poland—gate­ 
way to Germ any — the Nazis also 
have been m aking anxious explana­ 
tory thrusts, only to beat their heads 
against a sim ilar stone wall. 
So it is, too, with

The intensive, invasion-type 
bombing continues apace. Perhaps 
the American and B ritish air fleets

Nazi 
Field M arshal Kesselring will have 
to use all his undoubted

to 
save himself from the total disaster 
which grows out of th e defeat he 
already has suffered. 
The m arshal sustained nasty blows 
when American forces got astride 
via Casilina, thereby cutting the 
main line of retreat from his south­ 
ern front, 
while 
other 
Yankee 
troops thrust through the G erm an 
line into the Alban hills south of 
Rome. I,oss of the Alban hill de­ 
fenses would be a catastrophe for 
him. since he would be cut off from 
the highways, most of which cen­ 
ters in Rome. 
Thus m uch depends on the out­ 
come of Kesselring’s efforts to ex­ 
tricate his troops from the Allied 
trap, he already has suffered heavy 
casualties, and his losses in equip­ 
ment have been terrific.

CALAIS AREA, 
BOMBED ANEW 


U. S. Heavies Strike Twin 
Blows At Coastal Forti­ 
fications Today 


(B y A sso ciated P re ss) 
LONDON,. June 3.—U. S. heavy 
bombers struck twice a t Nazi coastal 
fortifications in the Pas-De-Calais 
and Boulogne areas 
of France to­ 
day, carrying on the non-stop aerial 
assault of Europe now under inten­ 
sified pressure after the shuttle raid 
to Russian bases. 
Flying two missions from B ritain 
for the second day, a force of 250 
Flying Fortresses 
and 
Liberators 
with equally strong escort hit coastal 
emplacements in the morning, and 
similar fleets roared back in the 
afternoon to the sam e area. 
These west wall fortifications were 
hit F’rida.y In their heaviest day­ 
light pounding of the war, and 500 
RAF’ bombers attacked the west 
wal defenses and crumbling G er­ 
man rail facilities last night.

not last, forever. 
Unless we h ave grossly over-estimated our strength 
and th e strength of our allies, war will cease to be 
Arpericas major effort during th e nex t four y ears 
Th e European ph ft-sc a. sured y will bo closed, and th e 
Asigtil ph ase at least well on th e way to conclusion 
Th ough it is possible th e transition from war to 
peai-e may be gradual, instead of abrupt as it was 
after World war I, th ere will be already a re -th e 
same general problems of reconstruction and reorgan­ 
ization 
Heavy em ph asl1 on th e aspect of th ose prob­ 
lems abroad, moreover. does not mean th e same prob­ 
lems d i r be ignored lu re a t h ome 
Th e major post­ 
war issue for Americans will not be. contrary to th e 
claims of internationalists, th e reconstruction of th e 
world, but th e reorganization of our own country as a 
major power in th e world. 
We cannot afford to take 
ourselves for granted; to ex ert th e influence wh ich 
th e United States h as earned, th is nation must recog­ 
nize th e necessity of reh abilitating itself as well as 
th e nations wh ich may ch oose to follow an American 
pattern of life. 
Growing realization of th is fact is th e source of th e 
realistic attitude wh ich Internationalists, intolerant 
of any th ing but th eir peculiar brand of global th ink­ 
ing, are inclined to sneer at as isolationism. 
It is not 
th at at all, in th e sense th ey imply ; It is a balanced 
viewpoint. 
It puts first th ings first and subordinate 
th ings in th eir place. 
It recognizes th at th e United 
States cannot impose its policies on any one; th at its 
strength lies mainly in th e power of ex ample. 


It Is a viewpoint balanced not only as to inter­ 
national attitude, but also in domestic affairs. 
Here 
again, critics try to sm ear it with a catch ph rase, dis­ 
missing it as a revival of states' righ ts th inking. 
But 
h ere again, it is more th an th at. 
It is a revival of a 
sense of political balance. 
Wh ere it lvas occurred, as notably In th e middle 
west and th e C entral Atlantic states, it lias created 
th e circumstances wh ich l.ave made Gov. Uri< ker oi 
Oh io find a sy m path etic h earing for h is balanced 
viewpoint on post-war financial needs for A m erica- 
strict economy in government, eq uitable division of 
tax bases to preserve revenue for state and Total gov­ 
ernm ents and tax relief. Gov. Bricker does not neglect 
America's post-war international responsibilities, but 
h e does not give th em precedence over th e infinitely 
greater responsibility of reh abilitating state and local 
government as th e ultim ate source of th is nation's 
strength * 
"Tbe more th e h istory of th e republic is w ritten at 
th e crossroads and th e less at th e eapitol, th e freer 
we sluill be," h e told th e governor's conference at 
Hersh ey , Pa. 
"W h en iocnl responsibility is destroy ed 
citizensh ip atroph ies and dies. 
But wh en state and 
local governments llourlsh , wh en men and women 
practice representative government and ex ercise h ome 
rule, th e foundations of th e republic are secure."

muniq ues mention, th e flash es of th e ex plosions and 
th eir th underous ech oes make a grand spectacle. 
Here is anoth er rem inder of th e h istoric settings 
in wh ich ' so much of th e war is being fough t. 
I-ike 
th e plains of Liby a, th e steppes ot Russia, th e Alban 
h ills ancl th e road to Rome, th e cliffs of Dover h ave 
figured in momentous battles for centuries. 
In 1217 crowds on th e ch its saw th e fleet organ­ 
ized by Eustace th e Monk destroy ed by th e navy of 
th e Cinq ue Ports, one of wh ich was th e port of Dover. 
In World war I. Dover crowds watch ed B ritain's life- 
and-death struggle to keep th e ch annel open against 
G erm an subm arines 
saw th em, at 
lirst, patrolling 
boldly on th e surface, th en saw th em forced to sub­ 
merge and finally overcome by development of mine 
fields laid from Dover to Grisnez on th e French 
coast. 
On Invasion day in th is war, crowds on th e Dover 
cliff, it may be imagined, will see one of th e great 
battles of all time. 
It will be fough t on th e water, 
in th e air and on th e land with in th eir range of 
vision. Dover, itself, being a great port, will be virtu­ 
ally im portant; it lies w ith in range of G erm an artil­ 
lery . 
In all probability , m any of th e first stories of 
invasion action will be w ritten by men privileged to 
stand at one of th e world's finest vantage points for 
recording th e passage of h istory .

(Late last night the Budapest 
radio went off the air, a possibility 
th a t the second base of the shuttle 
operation m ight be under way.) 
The American fliers were greeted 
by beaming Russian and American 
ground crews as well as an official 
welcoming group

U. S Ambassador W. Averell H ar­ 
rim an, his dauhter, K athleen, and 
Maj. Gen.. John R. Deane, head of 
the American m ilitary mission to 
Russia.

Russians Hail Event 
One Russian observer hailed the 
event as "certainly th e greatest ac­ 
complishm ent in 
Soviet 
coopera­ 
tion." 
(The Moscow radio broadcast an 
official announcem ent th a t “a con­ 
siderable force of American bomb­ 
ers and fighters dealt a blow against 
enemy objectives in R um ania,” add­ 
ing th at “a p a rt” of these planes 
landed on bases in Soviet territory. 
The American airm en, unable to 
speak Russian, heartily greeted the 
Russians as “Ivan." The Soviet m e­ 
chanics replied appropriately. They 
had worked for m onths w ith Ameri­ 
can ground crews to get the bases 
ready. 
While the idea of the w est-east 
.shuttle bombing was said to have 
originated with Gen. H H. Arnold,
